DIET AND HEALTH 


More A bout D uctless G lands 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• In two previous articles I have 
outlined some of tho latest re­ 
searches on the ductless glands. 
In the first I described some con­ 
crete results of the use of ductless 
gland extracts in human cases. 


Dr. Clendenin^ will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


In tie second I pointed out that 
they preside over the functions 
of growth, reproduction, subcon­ 
scious bodily functions and per­ 
sonality. 
The pituitary gland, which is 
close to the base of the brain, has 
a secretion which conditions the 
action of all of them. When it is 
going full speed, they are ail go­ 
ing. When it slows down, they all 
slow down. 


The Thyroid Gland 


The thyroid, the best known of 
them because it is subject to the 
common disease, goiter, which can 
be recognized even by the man on 
Hie street, controls, in general, 
the rate of our life processes— 
what is called the basal metabo­ 
lism. The body, like any engine, 
produces 
heat 
as 
it 
operates. 
When the thyroid whips up to ac­ 
tivity, the heat the body produces 
is increased four or five fold. The 
heat regulating mechanism of the 
body is not disturbed, so there is 
no fever, but the amount of oxy­ 
gen a person with a certain type 
of goiter consumes is twice or 
three times as much as normal. 
Conversely, if the gland atrophies, 
the oxygen goes down and the 
patient feels cold and sluggish. 
Here we have two types of vari­ 
ations in the activity of the duct­ 
less glands, aad in the case of the 
thyroid, we have complete means 
of treating them. If the gland is 
overactive we can rest it, by rest­ 
ing the whole body; we can shrink 
it with the X-ray, or we can re­ 
move it surgically because it is 
easily accessible. If it is not pro­ 
ducing enough secretion we have 
a potent substitute in thyroid ex­ 
tract which we can feed to the 
patient in lieu of the absent secre­ 
tion. 
In the case of some of the other 


glands, we are not quite in such a 
fortunate strategic position, but 
more and more as modern re­ 
search advances, the scientists of 
the world are producing active 
extract which exactly take the 
place of the natural secretions 
of the glands. Final accomplish­ 
ment has not yet been reached 
with the secretion of the pituitary 
gland, of the adrenal glands, of 
the gonads, but the preliminary 
ground has been broken. 


Parathyroid Glands 
The case of the parathyroid 
glands is one in point. Those lit­ 
tle button-like structures which 
lie behind the thyroid gland in the 
neck, have much to do with our 
happiness and destiny. They con­ 
trol calcium and phosphorus nu­ 
trition, which means they have to 
do with bone growth, teeth, the 
healing of fractures and so forth. 
They also have to do with muscu­ 
lar control ( which depends on cal­ 
cium in the blood) and when they 
go bad, a condition of trembling, 
called “tetany,” com es on. 
We 
have now learned how to recognize 
the degeneration of the parathy­ 
roids and we have an active ex­ 
tract of parathyroid 
secretion. 
But we have also learned that 
calcium must be given at the same 
time, as well as Vitamin D, which 
seems to stabilize the action of 
the parathyroid secretion.

A 6 
total of 112 X-rays was made at 
Berger Hospital for the clinic. 
The clinic followed a tuberculin 
skin testing program early in De­ 
cember in Circleville and all coun­ 
ty high schools. A total of 539 H 
students were tested in the county 
schools and 132 in the Circleville 
high school, with 52 teachers also 
being given the test. Of the total 
number, 75 students and 13 teach- 
ers showed positive reactions. Ten ti 
percent of all the boys, 17 percent 
1 of all girls and *3 percent of all 
. teachers, tested showed positive 
reactions. The figure was consi­ 
derably lower than had been ex-
